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POULTRY  USED  IN  CANNING  AND  OTHER  PROCESSED  FOODS 
Februaiy  1956 


Poultry  used  in  canning  and  other  processed  foods  in  February  totaled 
16,863,000,  ready-to-cook  weights,  compared  with  12,981,000  pounds  in  February 
last  year.  The  quantity  used  consisted  of  lU, 727,000  pounds  of  chickens  and 
other  poultry  and  2,136,000  pounds  of  turkeys.  No  comparisons  with  last  year 
are  available  for  the  various  classes  used. 

The  quantity  of  poultry  certified  under  Federal  inspection  during  February 
totaled  56,528,000  pounds  compared  with  32,326,000  pounds  a year  earlier.  Of 
this  total  53,170,000  pounds  were  chickens  and  other  poultry  and  3,358,000 
pounds  were  turkeys.  During  February  1955,  the  quantity  of  poultry  certified 
consisted  of  29,727,000  pounds  of  chickens  and  2,599,000  pounds  of  turkeys.
